Sir, —Through your widely circulated 
journal in this and the neighboring counties, 

I beg leave to call the attention of farmers 
and owners of horses and cattle to the fol¬ 
lowing cure 'performed by our -widely and 
favorably known owner of the Horse In¬ 
firmary at Essex Centre.

Be it therefore enacted by the said Municipal Council of the said Township of Colches¬ 
ter North, pursuant to the provisions of chapter 174 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 
and the amendments thereto, 

1st. That the said report, plans and estimates be adopted, and the said Drain and the 
works connected therewith, be made and constructed in accordance therewith. 

2nd. That the Reeve of the said Township may borrow on the credit of the Corpora¬ 
tion of the said Township of Colchester North the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
and Eighty-Four Dollars, being the funds necessary for the work, and may issue Deben¬ 
tures of the Corporation to that amount, in sums of not less than One Hundred Dollars 
each, and payable within ten years from the date thereof, with interest at the rate of 
seven per cent, per annum, that is to say, in equal annual instalments, such Debentures 
to be payable at the Branch of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, in Windsor, and to have 
attached to them Coupons for the payment of interest. 

3rd. That for the purpose of paying the sum of One Thousand Six Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars, being the amount charged against the said Lands so to be benefited as aforesaid, 
other than the roads belonging to the Municipality, and to cover interest thereon for ten 
years, at the rate of seven per cent, per annum, the following special rates, over and 
above all other rates, shall be assessed and levied (in the same manner and at the same 
time as taxes are levied) upon the undermentioned Lots and parts of Lots; and the 
amount of the said special rates and interest assessed as aforesaid against each Lot or 
part of Lot respectively shall be divided into ten equal parts, and one suoh part shall be 
assessed and levied as aforesaid, in each year, for ten years, after the final passing of this 
By-Law, during which the said Debentures have to run.

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A By-law to provide for draining parts of the Township of North Colchester, by the Municipal 
Council of the corporation of the said Township, and for borrowing on the credit of the Muni¬ 
cipality the sum of $2318.00 for completing the same. 

Provisionally Adopted 14th day of August , A.D. 1880. 

Whereas a majority in number of the owners as shown by the last revised Assessment 
Boll resident and non resident ofthe property hereinafter set forth, to be benefited by the 
constructing of the Wilton Tap Drain, have petitioned the Council of the said Township 
of North Colchester praying* that the Council cause a drain, to be con¬ 
structed under the provisions of tho Ontario Drainage Act as follows:—Com¬ 
mencing at the 13th road, and on the line between lots 10 and 11; Thence South to the 
road in rear of the Malden Boad lots North; Thence easterly along tho said rear road to 
the side road between lots 20 and 21, North of the Malden Road; Thence Southerly along 
said side road to a small run near the Malden Road; Thence Southerly along the said 
run to the River Canard. 

And whereas thereupon the said Council procured an examination to be made by James 
S. Laird, Fs L. S<, He, being a person competent for such purpose, of the said locality pro¬ 
posed to be drained by the construction of said Drain, and has also procured plans and 
estimates of the work to be lt mada by the said James S. Laird, P. L. S., and an assessment 
to be made by him of the real property to be benefited by the making of said Drain, stat¬ 
ing, as nearly as he can, the proportion of benefit which in his opinion will be derived in 
consequence of such drainage by every Road and Lot or portion of Lot; the said Assess¬ 
ment so made and the report of the said James S. Laird, P. L. S., in respect thereof, and 
of the said work, being as follows:— 

In accordance with an order from your honorable body, I have taken tho petition of 
Joseph Wilton and others, and laid out the drain asked for in said petition, and beg to 
report thereon as follows:—The cost of constructing said drain, all expenses included, to 
be $2318.00; of this amount I have taxed the Township with $971.00, which I deem a 
just and fair proportion for the benefits to roads. I have also taxed the Canada Southern 
Railroad with $150.00. The remainder of the said sum I have assessed against the lots 
and parts of lots in proportion to the benefits received by each. It commences at the 13th 
concession Road, on the line between lots No. 10 and 11; Thence South along the line be¬ 
tween said lots a distance of 63 chains to the road in rear of the Malden Road lots north ; 
Thence Easterly along the said rear road a distance of 35 chains, to tho said road between 
lots No. 20 and 21, North Malden Road; Thence Southerly along the said side road a dis¬ 
tance of 97 chains to a siAall run near the Malden Road; Thence Southerly along the 
said run a distance of 20 chains to the River Canard. 

The drain to be kept in repair at the joint expensd of tho land and roads herein assess¬ 
ed, each paying in tho same relative proportion as per assessment. 

And whereas the said Council are of opinion that the drainage of the locality described 
is desirable; 

Bo it therefore enacted by the said Municipal Council of the said Township of North 
Colchester, pursuant to tho provisions of chapter 174 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario 
and tho amendments thereto:— 

1st. That the said report, plans and estimates bo adopted, and the said Drain and the 
works connected therewith, be made and constructed in accordance therewith. 

2nd. That the Reeve of the said Township may borrow on the credit of the Corporation 
of the said Township of North Colchester, the sum of two thousand three hundred and 
eighteen dollars, being the funds necessary for the work, and may issue Debentures of the 
Corporation to that amount, in sums of not less than One Hundred Dollars each, and 
payable within ten years from the date thereof, w T itli interest at the rate of eight per 
cent, per annum, that is to say, in equal annual instalments such Debentures to be pay¬ 
able at Canadian Band of Commerce, Windsor, andrto have attached to them Coupons for 
the payment of interest. 

3rd. That for the purpose of paying the sum of One Thousand Three Hundred and 
Forty Seven Dollars, being the amount charged against the said Lands so to be benefited 
as aforesaid, other than roads belonging to the Municipality, and to cover interest thereon 
for ten years at the rate of eight per cent, per annum, the following special rates, over and 
above all other rates, shall be assessed and levied (in the same manner and at the same 
time as taxes are levied) upon the undermentioned Lots and parts of Lots; and the 
amount of the said special rates and interest assessed as aforesaid against each Lot or 
part of Lot respectively shall be divided into ten equal parts, and one such part shall be 
assessed and levied as aforesaid, in each year, for ten years after the final passing of this 
By-law, during which the said Debentures have to run.

4th. For tne purpose of paying Nine Hundred and Seventy one Dollars, being the total 
amount assessed against the said Roads of the said Municipality, and to cover interest

Every wise and judicious business 
man takes frequent opportunities to 
review the state of his business, and 
see whether he is gaining or not. It 
is in these frequent examinations of 
his business that he is enabled todis 
cover any leak-holes that may be 
sapping the foundation of his s 
cess, and he is thus enabled to take 
measures for remedying them, and 
ensuring bis continued prosperity. It 
would not be out of place if we, as 
village,Jwould make a little examina¬ 
tion of ourselves, and see if Essex 
Centre is really progrcssingor retard¬ 
ing. We have been carried away 
tvith the idea that we were going 
along, at a rapid rate, on the high¬ 
way to prosperity, because everybody 
soemed to saj' so. There is no doubt 
that we have prospered, and in fact 
we believe there is no village in On 
tario that has developed itself more, 
in the same space of time, than 
have; and it is while 
prosperity that the danger 
simply Decause we are apt to consi¬ 
der it a foregono conclusion that we 
must rise, and therefore we lay down 
quietly, without making any direct 
effort to sustain and keep up our re¬ 
putation. Our merchants, we believe, 
are at present doing a steady and 
healthy business. Of course,during 
the last few years, we have had fail¬ 
ures among our business men, but 
they have, in nearly all cases, been 
confined to parties who started busi* 
ness without a proper basis of capital, 
or have not judiciously managed 
their business after they did start. 
Every village has such difficulties to 
contend with. These failures always 
injure a place in the eyes of the com¬ 
mercial and business world outside, 
and therefore it becomes us as citi 
zens to endeavor to encourage and 
sustain all business men who start on 
a fair and legitimate basis, and desire 
to carry on an honest business. Is it 
not a fact that wo are apt sometimes 
to assist in the downfall of a business 
man, by making statements and asser¬ 
tions unnocessarily that would hurt 
his credit ? Do we ever reflect that 
every failure that occurs in our vil¬ 
lage in reality depreciates the value 
of our individual property in the eyes 
of the world. We should, therefore, 
every one endeavor to sustain the 
credit of the whole village. 

Our manufacturing industries are 
on the increase. Tbe Essex Centre 
Manufacturing Company has greatly 
increased its facilities, and has every 
prospect of continuing to bo one of 
the most successful institutions in 
this western peninsula. Wo have 
also Mr, Rees’ Shook Factory just 
about ready for operation, which will 
add materially to our prosperity as a 
village.

It is true that our 
sidewalks are being repaired, but the 
weeds should be cut, and the old rub¬ 
bish gathered up, so that we would 
look neat and clean. We trust we 
have not wearied our readers, and we

For several years past a great many 
medical diplomas have been issued 
from a college in Philadelphia, and 
the holders of these diplomas have 
frequently worked into a large prac¬ 
tice. It was found, however, that 
these so-called M. D.’s wero in many 
cases men destitute of even the 
rudiments of an English educa¬ 
tion, and further research 
revealed the fact that a large 
percentage of them had never attond* 
ed a medical college at all, but that 
they had obtained their parchment 
by the liberal use of money, in fact, 
had been buying their diplomas. 
The presi* took tbo matter up; the 
regular graduates became alarmed; 
the general public felt that they had 
been imposed Upon; and every one 
was anxious that the perpetrator or 
perpetrators of such a stupendous 
fraud should receive condign punish¬ 
ment. Finally the matter was laid 
sufficiently haro, and a person styled 
Dr. Buchanan ” was arrested as tbe 
prime mover in the business of creat¬ 
ing Dr’s. It was ascertained that the 
holders of these diplomas had paid 
various sums to the Doctor. Some 
who were not possessed of a great 
amount of “filthy lucre,” obtained 
their document for $25. whilo others 
paid away up in the hundreds. As, 
is iho case with nearly all criminals 
there were found men who 
who offered bail for the “Doctor” 
and ho was released. A short time 
after the “Doctor” committed sui¬ 
cide (at least so it was reported) by 
jumping off a steamer just as it was 
leaving tho dock, but strange to say, 
the body was never recovered. Suspi¬ 
cions were entertained, that like the 
noted Leamington suicide of last year 
Buchanan had not found a watery 
grave, and lor some time detectives 
have been on his track. It is now 
confidently asserted that Buchanan is 
in Detroit, under an assumed name 
and will probably bo soon brought to 
justice. It is to be hoped that Buch 
anan will shortly receive his just 
deserts, and the holders of his bogus 
diplomas be relegated to oblivion.

A Devastating Storm. 

Coarus Christi, Aug. 21—An account of 
the storm on the lower Texas coast and 
Mexico states that Metamoras looks as 
though it had been bombarded. Brick 
buildings have been torn out of long 
blocks. It is estimated that 300 houses 
have been either demolished or unroofed, 
and stock of goods destroyed. The loss is 
estimated at $500,000. Brownsville is in 
but little better condition. At Point Isabe 1 la 
and Brazos vhe storm was most disastrous. 
The tog 44 Ethel” and steamboats 44 John 
Scott” and 44 Leo Brown” were sunk. At 
Point Isabella the schooner 44 Julia Willett ” 
was blown ashore. The “ Bravo ” went to 
pieces, and the pilot is missing. The quar¬ 
antine station and old lighthouse at Brazos 
are gone. The French barque Laura 
Lewis ” was beached. The Bteamer “ Sel¬ 
lers ” sunk at the wharf, and three of her 
crew are reported lost. It is reported that 
several Mexicansjwere drowned. The wharf 
at Brazos was demolished, and the railroad 
badly damaged. The total damage by the 
storm in tKis section is estimated at more 
than a million. Many families have lost 
everything. A subscription for their relief 
has been started. 

Galveston, Aug. 21.—The estimated 
damage by the storm at Metamoras is $500,- 
000; Brownsville, $250,000; Garrison $50,- 
000, Point Isabealla and shipping, $‘200f 
000 .

Ju«t now, when Greece and Turkey arc 
almost in conflict with each other, it maybe 
well to recall the fact that modern Greoco 
IttnbraoeH an area of about 15,0(H) Hquaro 
f tniloH. It hat) a population of 1,500,000 
people. Afcheua haw about 50,000 inhabit¬ 
ants. There are four banks in Athens, and 
the hanks of Greece are regarded as “ sound 
institutions.” There are about 16,000,000 
acres of arable land in the kingdom, but 
less than 6,000,000 under cultivation. 
Nearly all the known metals are to ho 
found in Greece, but iron, argentiferous 
lead, and copper ore are very abundant. 
Tho average cotton crop of tho country 
amounts to about 6,600,000 pounds annually. 
Greece stands next to Germany in educa¬ 
tional enterprise. Attendance at the public 
schools embraces about throo-fourtlis of the 
children between the ages of five and #ix- 
toeu. Tho schools are practically free, no 
charge** being exacted for tho tuition of 
poor children. 

A Useful Losson. 

Teach your boy to save a part of his earn¬ 
ings. if it he ever so small a sum. If he can 
lay by only fcwonty-Avo cents a week, let 
him save that. It doesn't amount to much, 
it is true, but it is worth saving; it is better 
saved than wasted—better saved than 
thrown away for tobacco, or beer, or any 
ether worthless article or object. But tho 
best thing about it is that the boy who saves 
twelve dollars a year on a very meagre salary 
squires a habit of taking care of his money 
which'willbooftho utmost valnojto him.

Every man needs to feel that he is the peer 
of other men ; and ho cannot do it if he i« 
penniless. Money i» power; and those who 
have it exert a wider influence that the des¬ 
titute. Hence, it should be tho ambition 
of all to acquire it honestly, of course. 
This is a lesson in life which should be 
early learned.
